JEFFERSON CITY, July 12.— Sedalia has won her fight 
for the Lakes-to-Gulf Highway as a primary road, the State 
Highway Commission having conceded her contention. From 
Marshall to Springfield the route of this road will be state 
primary and the remaining distance at both ends to the 
Iowa and Arkansas state lines will be federal primary. It is 
universally conceded here that the aggressive campaign or­ 
iginated and conducted by Sedalia is responsible for this 
victory. 
Sedalia also gets one of the federal primary roads, the 
Capital highway, from St. Louis, via. Jefferson City, Sedalia 
and Warrensburg, to Kansas City, having been designated. 
The St. Louis-Kansas City primary, as announced is an 
air-line from St. Charles to Boonville (crossing the Missouri 
river at the latter point), then an air-line to Kansas City. 
Other lines of state primary roads are : St. Joseph to Han­ 
nibal; St. Louis via, Rolla and Springfield to a point a few 
miles north of Carthage on the line of the Jefferson High­ 
way; from Moberly south through Columbia and Jefferson 
City to Rolla; from Hannibal to St. Louis via. St. Charles; 
from St. Louis to Caruthersville; from the Arkansas state line 
through Joplin, Carthage, Kansas City and St. Joseph to 
Maryville. 
The St. Louis-Kansas City primary road will be 2;>6 
miles long, and will run within twenty miles of Sedalia, inter­ 
cepting the Lakes-to-Gulf highway just south of Marshall. 


Without a doubt Sedalia and Pettis county can claim the 
credit of arousing public sentiment, from the Iowa line to 
that of Arkansas, to such an extent as to make the Lakes-to- 
Gulf road a factor in the consideration of the Highway com-' 
missioners, and in raising the necessary money to pay half j 
of the cost of a bridge across the Missouri, an essential to 
securing a primary road. The tours made by the Pettis coun­ 
ty men aroused enthusiasm all along the line, north and ] 
south, and sentiment became strong for the road, which senti­ 
ment brought results.

GERMANY'S ONLY HOPE. 
The crisis that Germany is facing now, 
greater than any that has confronted her 
since the armistice 
was signed, 
calls to 
mind a statement made by the late Minis­ 
ter Rathenau, just before he was assassi­ 
nated. 
“Without America/' declared this 
statesman, no solution bf Europe’s problem, 
no reconstruction of Europe, no world re­ 
construction is possible.” 
There are many people in this country 
who ought to take note of the foregoing: 
Most of those in America who, during 
the war sympathized with Germany, have 
since opposed our participation in Europen 
affairs, and especially 
have 
they 
been 
fiercely against our taking 
our 
rightful 
place in the League of Nations. 
They have 
wanted 
us to terminate at 
once our association with the allies. They 
seem to have believed that the League w as 
an 
organization for 
keeping 
Germany 
down and so they fought against our en­ 
trance into it and ever since have opposed 
helping solve the world problems. 
It was 
evident to at least a fewT people from the 
very beginning that these German sympa­ 
thizers were making a terrible mistake and 
that it would be vastly better for Germany 
if America came in, since the whole ten­ 
dency of this country would be in the direc­ 
tion of easier terms for Germany of a sort 
which would permit her to get on her feet 
again and thus restore the economic health 
of Europe. 
But the friends of Germany 
could not uee it that way. 
They helped to 
keep America out of the League, thus leav­ 
i n g Germany at the mercy of events and 
they have continued te) resist every subse­ 
q u e n t effort to have America participate in 
the task of world readjustment. 
Rathenau was probably 
the 
dominant 
figure in the present German government. 
When he declared that only American par­ 
ticipation could save Germany from ruin, 
it seems reasonable to think that all those 
American opponents of participation, who 
have opposed it because they believed it 
would injure Germany, would begin to see 
their mistake. 
The Germans want us to 
come in. 
Rathenau bitterly regretted that 
we were not represented actively at Genoa. 
He pinned his faith to the possibility that 
after Genoa there will be another confer­ 
ence in which we will take part. 
He was 
not the first German who talked in this 
way, and probably will not be the last. 
Germany’s salvation 
from 
utter ruin 
must come from America. 
While this may 
not appeal to those who still cherish resent­ 
ment against her because of the war, the 
fact that her salvation means the salvation 
also of our allies, causes them to put aside 
their bitterness and be willing that this 
country should aid. It is only the so-called 
friends of the German 
people 
who still 
cling to the idol that they have cherished, 
and by so doing aid in driving them into 
the abyss.

MONTE CARLO’S MONARCH. 
The death of Prince Albert of Monaco 
marks the end of a remarkable man and an 
interesting career. 
Lord 
of the smallest 
principality in 
the 
world, Prince Albert 
ruled over a tiny country famous chiefly as 
the site of Monte Carlo, greatest of “gambl­ 
ing joints.” Yet the Prince was one of the 
most diligent scientists and naturalists of 
his time, and his death brings from Profes­ 
sor Henry Fairfield Obsorn of the Ameri­ 
can museum of natural history the declar­ 
ation that “altogether he was the foremost 
patron of science of his day.” 
rn 
His own researches were important. He I 


was one of the first and most brilliant 
workers in the field of oceanography. His 
merits as a naturalist were recognized in 
this country when the national academy of 
sciences awarded him the Agassiz medal. 
In certain practical ways his labors bore 
fruit in the recent past. 
The allies owed 
him a great debt for his work in charting 
ocean currents which made possible accur­ 
ate calculations 
concerning 
the dirft of 
floating mines. Though he had known the 
kaiser well, he was firmly opposed to the 
German cause in the war. 
His sentiments 
toward this country were made manifest 
when in the closing days of the struggle he 
offered his estate at Monte 
Carlo to the 
American authorities as a hospital for con­ 
valescent American soldiers. 
Truly Albert was a strange prince of a 
gambling hell. 
His case is a hard one for 
strict moralists. 


NEW FRUITS AND FOODS. 


From the Indianapolis News. 
The office of foreign seed and plant in­ 
troduction, department of agriculture, dur­ 
ing the twenty-five years of its existence, 
has imported about 50,000 foreign plants 
and seeds to be tested in America. 
It can 
be thanked for the date industry in Califor­ 
nia, the long staple cotton of the southwest, 
Durum wheat in 
the 
northwest, 
Sudan 
grass, Peruvian alfalfa and other vegeta­ 
bles, fruits and grains formerly unknown in 
the United States. 
It brought the naval 
orange from Brazil. In one year California 
has shipped 13,000,000 
boxes 
of 
these 
oranges. Rice suited to sections of Califor­ 
nia was imported 
at 
an 
expenditure of 
$200,000, and one year’s crop has brought 
a return of $20,000,000. 
R. P. Crawford 
describes, in the Scientific American, how 
the office sends its experts to all parts of 
the world. 
Some of the field men have 
walked 10,000 miles 
and 
brought back 
with them 1,600 new varieties of plants. 
The Japanese udo, now grown in the 
United States, resembles asparagus, but is 
much larger and thriftier. 
It may be sim­ 
ilarly blanched and the shoots are good to 
the base. A new mango attains a weight of 
six pounds and has an odor not unlike a 
pineapple. Oriental persimmons now grow 
in this country. 
In the south bamboo growing is on the in­ 
crease. 
Bamboo shoots, which sometimes 
grow a foot a day, are edible. Another new 
thing is the jujube, producing a fruit. The 
dasheen is similar to the white potato and 
when cooked has a chestnut flavor. 
Ava- 
cadoes, pistachio nuts, 
sweet 
cherries— 
hundreds of new growing things are being 
tested every year. 


DIPLOMOTIC SCHOLARSHIPS. 


The late Frederick Courtland Penfield, 
himself a diplomatist of note, has left large 
bequests to three American universities for 
the establishment of scholarships in “diplo­ 
macy, international affairs and belles let­ 
ters.” 
Evidently Mr. Penfield during his 
service abroad was impressed with Ameri­ 
ca’s need of men trained for work in the 
diplomatic field. 
His scholarships may in 
due time provide this country with a corps 
of men especially qualified for this work. 
It is a question, however, whether a spe­ 
cialist in diplomacy, who has fitted himself 
for diplomatic 
service 
by 
a university 
course under the 
Penfield 
scholarships, 
will ever have a chance of making use of 
his training. 
We in this country have not 
as a rule selected our diplomats with a view 
to their specal fitness. We use these diplo­ 
matic posts as a means of paying off poli­ 
tical debts. 
If we stick to this custom— 
and it is pretty certain that we shall— the 
young men who win Mr. Penfield’s schol­ 
arships will not on that account find it any 
easier to win diplomatic appointments.

“I know a number of Englishmen 
who are ‘digging’ in the ruins of the 
island of Crete, and I recently re­ 
ceived pictures of vitrified bathtubs 
and toilet fixtures that they have un­

Trace* cf Old Civilization. 
Five miles from Hartford, England, 
on the old Dover road the modern 
rond-makers are making great dis­ 
coveries. 
Just ahead of them is a 
Roman camp. Under their feet are 
traces of Celtic, even earlier, civiliza­ 
tion. 
The biggest jlnd so far has been 
the skeleton of a woman, six feet 
three inches in height, crouched with 
hands clasped in a praying attitude. 
Clearly not a Roman burial, for the 
pose is Celtic and there was no trace 
of a coffin. The skeleton lay where 
the body was placed, in a hole cut 
in the solid chalk. 
The road makers are keeping care­ 
ful watch for more of these “finds.” 
Already they have accumulated por­ 
tions of a Roman tesselated pavement, 
some characteristic ornaments of the 
period, and other signs that the area 
covered by the camp is being ap­ 
proached.

JULY 14 
CROP CONDITIONS 
IN PETTIS COUNTY 


JEFFERSON CITY. July 14.—Min- 
Bouri farmers are growing 5,913,120 ; 
acres indicating 159,654,240 bushels, ( 
with acre average of 27 bushels, as j 
against the final yield of 182,£80,000 
averaging 30 bushels last year, ac­ 
cording to E. A. Logan and Jewell 
Mayes of the Federal-State Crop Re­ 
porting Service, who also announce 
the July wheat crop total as 40,699,- 
800 bushels on 2,945,000 acres averag­ 
ing 13.82 bushels per acre. 
The farmers of Pettis county re­ 
port that they planted 96,650 acres 
of corn last year and 102,690 acres 
this year, with a present condition 
of 77 per cent of normal. In addition 
they have reported the July condition 
of a long list cf crops growing at this 
time, of w’hich the most important 
are wheat at 63 per cent of normal, 
oats 38 per cent, apples 60 per cent, 
hay 95 per cent and pastures 85 per 
cent. 
Missouri corn is growing upon 5,- 
913,120 acres, which is 182,880 acres 
short of the 6,096,000 acres in 1921. 
The condition of 82 per cent indicates 


27 bushels per 
acre, 
totaling 159. 
654,240 bushels 
against 
182,880,000 
last year. The planted acreage is less 
than farmers intneded in May and 
early June, owing to the long con­ 
tinued rains of spring followed by 
dry weather, making the ground very 
hard to work. Corn in many counties 
was still being planted in the latter 
part of June. The greatest decrease 
was in the cotton counties. Generally 
good stands 
are 
found, 
except in 
spots w’here it was too dry to ger­ 
minate or where 
chinch 
bugs and 
worms destroyed the young plants. 
Great variation in size is noted, and 
many fields are spotted. 
The dry 
weather of June in many localities 
prevented proper growth, with worst 
damage in south central and central 
sections. 
Recent rains have greatly 
benefited the crop and prospects are 
especially excellent in Franklin, fine 
in Adair and promising in Northwest 
Missouri.
